California labor laws are the best 
in the United States, is the Comes 
of Mrs. E. L. Best, of the women’s 
bureau of the department of labor. 


Mrs. Best is now in San Francisco 
studying what changes have occur- 
red in the conditions of California 
workers since the NRA codes went 
into effect. 

“In some paris of the country 


great changes have been made since 
the inauguration of the NRA,” she 
said. “In California where working 
conditions were generally good be- 
fore the codes were instituted, we 
naturally find good conditions.” 

These California labor laws were 
made possible through the hard and 
consistent work of the organized la- 
bor movement of the State.

until such time that they are satis- 
fied that their business will permit 
them to pay the union scale. 

This company has been on _ the 
official “We Don’t Patronize” list of 
the San Francisco Central Labor 
Council for several years tor the 
same reason they are on the “We 
Don’t Patronize” list of the Central 


Labor Council in Alameda county. 

The brotherhood of teamsters’ un- 
ion appeals to the labor movement of 
Alameda county to do all within its 
power to help bring the Union Fur- 
niture company to the understanding 
that they will not be successful in 
Oakland unless they are fair with 
their employes, especially the deliv- 
ery drivers and helpers in at least 
paying the scale of wages that the 
companies whom they are in direct 
competition with, are paying. 

Members of organized labor and 
friends are requested to co-operate 
with the brotherhood of teamsters in 
adjusting this matter by not patroniz- 
ing this firm until they employ un- 
ion men. 


Bank Deposit Insurance 
Is Working Wonderfully 


dnsurance of bank deposits up to 
$2,500 went into effect January 1 of 
this year. In the first two months of 
the experiment, according to state- 
ment issued recently by Leo TT. 
Crowley, chairman of the Federal De- 


posit Insurance corporation, 1,015 
banks have joined the insurance com- 
bination, so that 13.682 banks are 
now protected. 

At present, men and women with 


deposits totaling $15,512,744,000 know 
they can get their money back. 

Yet when insurance of bank de- 
posits was proposed, Wail Street ex- 
ploded with wrath and alleged terror, 
and a huge majority of “banking ex- 
perts,” including Senator Glass of 
Virginia, who has made more “bum” 
guesses concerning ‘banking than any 
man now living—denounced the pian 
as unworkable!

To the Officers and Members of 
All Organized Labor: 
Dear Sirs and Brothers: 
The Wagner-Lewis bill, designed to 
advance and promote the enactment 
of unemployment insurance 
tion in the different states, is of great 
importance to the working people of 
the nation. This bill provides for the 
imposition of a five per centum 
excise tax by the federal government, 
upon employers’ pay rolls; said tax to 
be refunded to employers where 
under the operation and adniinistra- 
tion of a state unemployment insur- 
ance law the employer has made con- 
tributions toward the creation of un- 
employment reserves or to a_ state 
unemployment insurance fund.

This 
legislation marks a very 
definite step forward in the enact- 
ment of the unemployed insurance 
legislation. It is hoped and believed 
that following the enactment of this 
law, unemployment insurance legis- 
lation will be introduced and passed 
by a large number of 
tures within a 
time.

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STRIKES, AS A LAST RESORT 
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Threatened strikes and isolated instances of strikes taking 
place have precipitated an abundance of comment on the 
inadvisability of resorting to strikes as a means of securing 
settlements of industrial grievances. 


Many hoped the National Industrial Recovery Act would | 


put an end to strikes and openly criticized this law because 
it did not specifically prohibit all strikes during the emergency 
for which the NRA was instituted. 

A large amount of the discussion on this subject of pro- 
hibiting all strikes is based on the supposition that other 
means are available for settling industrial disputes, whereas 
the fact of the matter is that in no part of the world, have 
any of these means proved satisfactorily in all cases. 

There are cases where no other alternative remains open 
to the workers. When all other means fail to bring about 
acceptable adjustments of well-founded grievances then the 
strike becomes the last resort, and that is the position gen- 
erally taken by the most advanced students of this question, 
both in and out of organized labor circles. 

Fundamentally, the right to strike is the difference be- 


tween freeman and slaves. It is nothing more nor less than | 


the right to quit work when employment relations become so 


intolerable that idleness for a time is preferable to continuing | 
Any other funda- | 


working on such unacceptable conditions. 
mental law, which would prohibit any worker from quitting 
employment would be tantamount to involuntary servitude 
or outright slavery over which issue a Civil War was fought 
in the United States, which ended in the abolition of slavery. 

Guaranteeing anything by law does not necessarily secure 
observance of what is guaranteed, as was so painfully dem- 
onstrated during the fourteen years the United States was 
under prohibition with the 18th amendment to guarantee its 
observance. : 

It is this identical element, which enters in connection | 
with the enforcement of both our state and national recovery 
acts. To ask labor to observe it to the last detail in in- 
dustries where the employers point blank ignore its labor | 
provisions is not only unfair but the very essence of injustice. 

The right to strike should not be taken from labor under 
any circumstances, because the moment this is done those 
employers who are always looking for an opening to in- 
crease the percentage they wring from labor are ready, like | 
a pack of wolves, to move in on labor to take advantage of 
their inability to quit working. 


ENFORCING RECOVERY ACT 


It is one thing to have a law on the statute books, but 
unless and until it is generally observed and enforced it be-| 
comes meaningless and worse than no law at all to just the 
extent that such a Jaw is ignored. 

This is strikingly illustrated by the Recovery Act. The 
National Recovery Act applies only to cases where interstate 
business relations are involved, but in California the identical 
law adopted nationally, has also been adopted by our state 
legislature as the California Recovery Act to govern all intra- 
state business and employment relations, which do not come |

For this reason, so far as California is concerned, the 
provisions of the Recovery Act are in force, both nationally 
and within the state. Hence, about the only factor remain- 
ing is that of enforcing this law. 

In some instances the provisions of the Recovery Act are 
being faithfully observed. In other cases compliance boards | 
are making honest efforts to see to it that the provisions of 
this law are adhered to. But it is a lamentable fact that in 
many instances individuals have been selected to serve on 
these boards, who not only make no effort to enforce the 
labor provisions of this law, but go out of their way to help 
anti-union employers to evade and entirely ignore the labor 
provisions of this act. 

Since the labor provisions are the most important parts 
of the entire recovery program, which cannot hope to suc- 
ceed, unless these provisions are observed, the enforcement 
of them takes precedence over every other provision of this 
law. To disregard the labor sections of the law will as surely 
completely kill that law as disregard of prohibition finally 
killed the 18th amendment. ; 

To secure the enforcement of the labor provisions of the 
Recovery Act or any other provision of that act only such 
people should be intrusted with the task of enforcing the law, 
as are in sympathy with its provisions. To put any individual 
on a local, regional or state board, having to do with the 
enforcement of this law, who has been an open shopper and 
union hater all his life, makes a travesty of the law and a 
joke of its enforcement and this is the biggest obstacle with

Florida Unions Make 
Big Membership Gain 


Labor Representative Appointed On 
NRA State Adjustment Board. 


West Palm Beach, Fla. — 
Strength of trade unions 
has more than doubled during the last 
year, declared Wendell C. Heaton, 
president of the State Federation of 
Labor in his annual report to ail cen- 
tral bodies. This achievement is the 
result of organization campaigns car- 
ried on throughout the state, 
large results not only in Jacksonville, 
Pensacola, Tampa and Miami, but also 
in the smaller cities. 

Although organized labor expe- 
rienced considerable difficulty in se 
curing recognition of trade union 
hours and wages under ihe Presi- 
dent’s Re-employment Agreement, the 
NRA codes and the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration projects, Mr. Heaton 
says that *finally most of the con- 
troversies were adjusted very satis- 
factorly. 

He emphasized the importance of 
the National Compliance Director as 
the permanent agency for enforcing 
the codes. The State Director at 
Jacksonville is in charge of the en- 
forcement for Florida. He is assist- 
ed by a State adjustment board of 
three members, one of whom repre- 
sents the employers, one of the em- 
ployes, the third being selected by 
the first two. For the labor member 
Mr. Heaton recommended BE. C. Val- 
entine of Jacksonville, who is well 
qualified to protect the interests of 
working men and women. Local un- 
ions and Central labor bodies are 
urged to send all affidavits regarding 
code violations to the State Director. 

Importance of June Primaries 

Mr. Heaton cal] attention to the 
importance of the State primaries 
in June and suggests that organized 
labor establish well equipped intor- 
mation facilities to acquaint the 
public with the position on labor and 
social questions taken by candidates 
for political offices. Many legislative 
measures of importance to Fiorida la- 
bor have been blocked by reactionary 
members of the State Legislature. It 
is hoped that this year enough of 
them will be defeated in the prim- 
aries to enable outstanding labor 
measures to become the law otf the 
State.

not legally evade wage rates set 
forth in specifications for municipal 
work by persuading employes’ to 


waive their right to such rates and 
; accept lower pay.

| portant decision here by Judge Clay- 


ton Parks in the case of Charles W. 
|Lundahl, a laborer, against the Van 
{Duyne-Moran Fixtures Co., which 


tried to chisel Lundahl out of a por- 
tion of his wage by such an agree- 
ment. 


the company entered into a contract 
‘on January 30, 1932, 
St. Paul and another contractor in 
which it agreed to furnish and in- 
| stall all the cabinet work in the city 
hall and court house for $237,406. 
The specifications for the work pro- 
vided that common laborers were to 
be paid 45 cents an hour and skilled 
workers 55 cents. 

The company employed Lundahi 
for 137 hours as a skilled worker and 


paid him only 35 cents per hour. 
The company claimed he accepted 
the job on this basis and that his 


acceptance constituted a waiver of 

further claims on the concern. 
Judge Parks decided that 

wage scale in the specifications

Lundahl was entitled to his claim 
for the difference between 35 cents 
and 55 cents, amounting to $27.40. 
The court also required the company 
to pay interest on the back wages 
since August 26, 1932, as well as all 
of the court costs. 

St. Paul labor leaders regarded 
the decision as,_very important. It 
was reported that a number of other 
employes whom the Van Duyne- 
Moran concern mulcted in the same 
way have submitted claims for whdt 


is due them on the basis of Judge 
Parks’ decision and will bring legal 
action unless the claims are settled 
out of court.

Only Unions Can Police NRA Codes 


General Johnson’s “Experience Meeting” Reveals That Lack 
Of Enforcement Is Most Serious Menace To Program. 


Public response to General John- 
son’s request for criticism of the 
workings of the NRA has been 
prompt, emphatic — and well nigh 
unanimous. Speaker after speaker 
has told the same story of the same 
evils. Hours are too long and wages 
too low in the NRA codes, but above 
all and beyond all, there is appalling 
lack of enforcement. 

Where unions are weak, sweat- 
shops flaunt the Blue Eagle, and 
grafters and employers combine to 
chisel the workers. 


From the testimony, it is clear 


that codes will not be kept unless 
they are effectively policed, and the 
only available policeman is organized 
labor. 

The government, by the National 
Recovery Act, has encouraged em- 
ployers to organize. Let it follow the 
advice of Senator Wagner and sweep 
aside every obstacle to the organiza- 
tion of the workers in genuine, mili- 
tant unions, 

The workers has a direct interest 
in seeing that the codes are enforced, 
and if given the chance will take care 
of the job.
